We'll Have to Stop the Fires to Get Very 
Far With Reforestation

{The fact that President Coolidge has set aside 
the last week of April as “American Forest Week” 
makes the following account of the plans de- 
veloped for watershed protection in Southern 
California of particular timeliness.—Ed4itor. 


INETEEN hundred and twenty- four was 
N the year of-the great fire. A city man 
took hig wife and family out into the 


woods for a @ay in the open spaces. He lit: 


a cigarette and unthinkingly dropped the 
match. A moment later he heard a crack- 
ling. He had etarted a fire in the tinder-dry. 
leavea matted thickly in the underbrush 
aroutld him, He tried to stamp it out. Fail- 
me panicky gnd “beat it 
down’ the bili” the fire, as We de 
scribed it,. “beat up the mountain side.” 
Five migutes fster the smoke was seen by 
a ranger and within twenty minutes a forest 
fire guard was on the spot equipped with 
tools all ready te fight the blaze. That was 
quick tinte, But the hillside was by then a 
raging hades of flame and nothing could 
be done. That fire cost the Federal govern- 
ment over three hundred thousand dollars to 
extinguish. It burned off 55,000 acres of wa- 
tershed and the total losses, current and fu- 
ture, whith resulted have been estimated 
variously at from fifty-five to eighty-five 
million dollars. There were 162 forést fires 
in Southern California that year and 
they destroyed. 175,437 acfes of forest cover. 

While this was admittedly an exceptional- 
ly bad year, it is an inescapable fact that 
ruinots fires oecur annually during the dry 
‘season. In fact, the burn-over in our forests 


, ig said to be fifteen times more extensive in

other part of the United States. In the 
opinion of experts offered in an official re 
port, once the brush has been burnt off, the

Differences among varie- 
ties in ability to produce! fryjt to pollina- 
tion within the variety are to be expected 
from the marked differences seen in flower 
behavior. Local ¢onditions of weather may 
decidedly affect fruit-setting through influ- 
encing flower behavior and this may vary 
considerably in different years. But the 
general experience has been that for most 
varieties yields of fruit are low whenevor 
trees of one variety are planted in. solid 
blocks. 

There is no question but that the proper 
interplanting of different varieties of avo- 
cados on the basis of their relative flower 
behavior will greatly increase the chances 
fer proper pollination and thereby make 
possible’ more abundant and more uniform 
ylelds of fruit. 

It is to be em that interplant- 
ing aims only to correct fruitlessness that 


is due to faulty or inadequate pollination. 


The many environmental and cultural con- 
ditions that affect or determiné production 
of fruit must also be met. They exist quite 
apart from, independently of, and in addi- 
tion to the problemg of proper pollination 
and they very freqtently limit production 
of fruit when all the conditions for prop- 
er pollination are fully satisfied. 


While environmental conditions and cul- 
_taral treatment greatly influence the. hold- 
and the maturing of fruit, the setting of 
te most likely to mature depends with- 
os a doubt on proper pollination. That 
tuerease fn proper pollinations is to be 
accomplished through cross-pollinations is 
obviotis.

FFICIENCY in distribution of fruits and 

vegetables, whether the marketing 
service be rendered by co-operative or inde-

Elbow Room 


BY OLIVER SAYLOR 


Feeding the bees was a problem in March 
and a part of April, but that is past—the 
bees can provide for themselves now. But 
there are other things just as important, 
which the beekeeper must be watching for. 
Perhaps the first will be swarming. 

If the queen is a good one, she is laying at 
the rate of from 2000 to 3000 eggs a day, and 
about the same number of young bees are 
hatching out every day. The first task of 
the young bee is to serve as nurse for the 
unmatched bees. A few days later it moves 
to the combs, repairing them, drawing out 
foundation and the like, and still later it 
begins to forage for nectar. 

Whenever the bee man notices a lot of 
bees clustered outside the hive it is a sign to 
him that something is wrong. Every bee in 
the hive should be busy, and that loafing 


' around outside indicates that trouble is com- 


ing. Swarming at this time of the season 
is bad for the bee man, for the new swarm 
will not gather much honey this year. — 
One of the chief causes of swarming is 
lack of room. If they are crowded, the old 
bees and the old queen will leave their home 
and start out in the world, leaving the place 
to the young folks. It is the business of thé 
beekeeper to prevent this when the honey 
flow is on. The young bees can be drawn 
out of the brood nest by giving them more 
room above. It is a good idea to place all 
the drone comb in the upper supers, even 
though it contains some worker brood. - This 
has a tendency to persuade the young bees 
to go with it, and it will relieve the pressure 
in the nursery. If there is a comb of honey 
outside the brood nest, it may be lifted up 


- above,-and an empty frame inserted in its 


place.. It is not advisable to put frames of 
worker brood above; for the queen is apt to 
follow and start a new brood nes®, in which 
case there will be more bees than honey. 

If there is plenty of room in the hive and 
still the bees loaf around outside, it may be 
the entrance is too small.. The entire front 
of the hive may be made into an entrance at 
this time. Bees haye a fine system of ven- 
tilation, and when it works properly, a cur- 
rent of air flows through the hive all the 
time. If the entrance is too small, the venti- 
lation is imperfect, the interior gets too hot, 
and bees, like human beings, “lay off” when 
it gets too warm for comfort. . 

A hive of bees in good condition finds 
every occupant at work, and there is plenty 
of work to do. Thousands of young bees are 
to be fed; comb must be repaired and other 
comb made; nectar must be ripened; full 
cells must be capped over, and sometimes 
honey has to be transferred from one part of 
the hive to another to make room for the 
queen to lay. It is essential that the bee- 
keeper know these conditions and remedy 
any fault which may interfere with the 
smooth and orderly procedure of his bees if 
he expects to profit by their labor. —

Manure or compost is then placed in the bot- 
toms of the trenches, covered and left there 
through the winter. In the spring the 
lumps on the ridges are easily broken up. 
Clay soils treated in this way for two sea- 
sons, says Mr. Brann, lose all their refrac 
tory character. 


The compost may be put into the ground 
in the spring also, he says, and sand and 
ashes will lighten the clay materially. 
Ground limestone, he declares, is still bet- 
ter, for the lime has a chemical effect on 
the clay particles and breaks them up.

He gives them dry feed on- 
ly, and attributes their rapid growth and 
freedom from disease to this dry feed, clean 
quarters, roomy yards and no over-feeding. 
The earth in their yard’ is turned over ev- 
ery other day. Water for their needs is pro- 
vided by flowing fountains. 


The dairy herd consists of fifteen Hol- 
steins and one Jersey. Milking is done at 
2 a. m. and 2 p. m., and the milk is deliv- 
ered after cooling to the sanatorium kitchen.

EL CENTRO.—The Imperial County Cow 
Testing Assdciation was first organized in 
1916, but it had a hard struggle for exist- 
ence and lapsed several times until 1922, 
since which time it has grown steadily. 
Each year sees a greater numbér of dairy- 
men resorting to this means of testing the 
production of their herds.

Out of this lot he 
raised 440 pullets and 415 were on the job 
in October when laying time arrived. They 
laid well through the first winter, and in 


_.. March their total production was 9964 eggs. 


During the year they laid 7123 dozen eggs. 
The average price he received was 34 cents 
per dozen. His pullets brought him an av- 
erage of $5.84 and the feed cost per bird he 
figured at $2.12 1-2. It cost him, he says, 
less than 60 cents apiece to bring the birds 
to the laying stage. 


This was so satisfactory that he began to 
increase his flock the next year, aiming to 
bring it up to 1000 layers. He says that 
while his returns have been satisfactory, he 
has never succeeded in securing an individ- 
ual production equal to that of his first flock 
of 415 birds.

In the above chart the continuous line 
indicates for each variety the entire time 
when flowers were open for the first period. 
The dots indicate the time during which 
flowers of the second period of opening 
were shedding pollen and the dashes show 
the intervals of opening and closing before 
and after pollen was being shed. As a 
rule, the pollen is shed most abundantly 
near the middle of the period covered by 
the dots. This chart is a record of the 
flower behavior of twenty-five varieties for 
one and the same day, and the record is 
typical. for days of good weather during 
February and March, 1925, in Florida. Ev- 
ery variety studied on this day had two 
sets of flowers open as indicated. For sev- 
eral varieties there w a short interval 
when pollen was be shed while first- 
period flowers wert slightly open, other- 
wise there was no overlap of first-period 
flowers open while second-period flowers 
were open and shedding pollen and no op- 
portunity for self or close pollination. 
Thus, in avocados, the normal flower be- 
havior greatly limits the proper pollination 
of a tree of a single variety standing alone, 
of a group of trees of the same variety, 
or of a group of trees of different varieties 
whose flowers have the same general daily 
sequence. But the varieties fall into two 
groups. Because those of Group A are fe 
male in the forenoon and male in the 
afternoon, and those of Group B are male 
in the forenoon and female in the after- 
noon, there is a most decided adaptation 
for reciprocal cross-pollination between 
certain varieties of the two groups. 


The list of varieties given in the above 
chart includes Guatemalan, Mexican and 
West Indian varieties and thus allows a 
somewhat wider comparison of flower be 
havior than did similar data obtained in 
Southern California. 


It is readily seen that noticeable differ 
ences exist among. varieties of each group 
regarding the particular hours of the day 
when the sets of flowers are open. Thus, 
for the “A” varieties there was a difference 
of one and one-half hours in the time when 
the different sets of first-period flowers be- 
gan to open. Even more marked differ- 
ences are seen for the sets of first-period 
flowers among Varieties of the “B” group. 
For some varieties the first-period flowers 
begin to open early in the afternoon; for 


others this set starts to open in late after- 


noon. 
Similar differences exist in the perform- 
ance of sets open for the second period. 


As a rule the periods for the two sets nor- 


mally opening on any one day are closely 
co-ordinated in sequence, especially for “A” 
varieties. But in the “B” varieties the 
sets of second-period flowers are rather 
uniform throughout as to their hours of 


ment weather, during which there is much 
delay in the opening of sets of flowers, to 
warmer weather favorable to normal flow- 
er behavior sometimes brings three dif- 
.ferent sets of flowers into opening between 
sunrise and sunset. 

The tender West Indian varieties, Trapp, 
Taft's Golden, etc., are easily thrown into 
irregular behavior. With slight lowering of 
temperature, their sets of flowers open very 
late in the afternoon. Under still lower 
temperatures, the first opening may be 
omitted by an entire set or by a part of a 
set. Such flowers really open but onéé, 
when they may shed no pollen at all, or 
they may shed it poorly and irregularly, or 
they may shed it quite fully, depending 
on the conditions of weather. 

The observations, both in California and 
Florida, indicate that the varieties of the 
B class exhibit the greatest irregularity 
and off-stride behavior under unfavorable 
weather conditions. Weather which mere- 
ly delays the opening of the two sets on 
varieties of the “A” group will often cause 
various varieties of the “B” group to con- 
tinue a set of firsts open overnight and 
into the next day, or to skip the set of 
firsts, or to have them open for a period 
during the night. 

Frequently during irregular and off-stride 
blooming there is an over-lapping of dif- 
ferent sets and first-period flowers may be 
open at the time second-period flowers are 
shedding pollen. There is then an oppor- 
tunity for close-pollination. When a set of 


flowers skips the first period and has a sin- - 


gle opening during which pollen is shed, 
there would seem to be opportunity for 


self-fertilization of individual flowers pro- — 


vided the pistils have remained receptive 
to the pollen. There is, however, some 
question as to what extent off-stride flowers 
can function in fertilization and fruit-set- 


The irregularities in blooming due to in- 
fluences of weather and the advance of the 
season no doubt have an effect on pollina- 
tions in the setting of fruit. During much 
of the irregular behavior, flowers may be 
unable to set fruit to any kind of pollina- 
tion. Growers frequently state that often 
the fruit borne by avocados is set late in 
the period of bloom. 

Comparing the season of bloom of 1925 
in Florida with that of 1923 in California 
for the orchards in which the writer made 
observations, it can be said that in Califor- 
nia there were many more days of 

The Collinson variety is an exception 
among cultivated varieties of avocados in 
that it is completely sterile as a pollen 
parent. The flowers have two periods of 
opening and the second opening is normally 
in the afternoon, but the anthers shed no 
pollen. This condition was first determined 
in 1925 im the course of studies made in 


Thomas Sheddon at Monrovia, in which 
many of the fruits were. The pollinations 
were chiefly made in six rather widely sep- 
arated orchards and the writer was unable 
to secure data as to the number that did 
mature. 

The results of the hand pollinations clear- 
ly indicate that the relations of pollina- 
tion to fruit setting are not readily to be 
determined for avocados by hand pollina- 
tions ag they may be for many other types

FARMERS ENLISTED 
An important meeting had been called to- 
gether in the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce during the preceding September with 
Congressman Lineberger presiding. W. 8. 


Rosecrans of the Farm Bureau had pointed | 


out that farmers are vitally interested in 
water conservation and the protection from 
fire of the watersheds as the only guarantee 
for the future of agriculture. The late Stu- 


art Flintham, Los Angeles County Forester, . 


had expressed the opinion that the preserva- 
tion of brush is the first consideration in wa- 
ter conservation, taking precedence over 
reforestation. He had urged that the brush 
be protected from fire at all cost as a neces- 
sary preliminary to any extensive foresta- 
tion or reforestation program. 


The work of crystalizing these findings in- 
to action was taken over by the Conserva- 
tion Association of California, which organi- 
zation had been brought into existence for 
this Purpose. Chambers of commerce, farm 
bureaus, water users, civic communities and 
some public-spirited individuals who saw the 
vital importance of the issue co-operated to 
create the association as a means to co- 
ordinate efforts in forest. brush land and 


water protection. Besides co-operating with | 


the Forestry Department and the various 
county conservation groups, the association 
has taken an active part in - promoting 
measures to protect our fish and game pre- 
serves, our recreational parks, and in Na- 
tional Reforestation activities. Its presi- 
dent, Harvey 8S. Bissell, has recently been 
pointed by the Governor of California to 
take charge of the regional committees and 
arrangements in connection with American 
Forest Week, from April 24 to 30. 


Its executive vice-president, 
Ryerson, was sent to Washington, D. C., to 
be present at the hearings when the desired 
legislation asking for the million-dollar ap- 
propriation was eonsidered and the data pre- 
pared by the association were presented. He 
was successful, with the assistance of O. C. 
Merrill, W. C. Mendenhall, E. A. Sherman, 
Hon. Samuel M. Shortridge, Hon. Philip D. 
Swing, Shirley W. Allen, Col. W. B. Greeley, 
Francis Cuttle and H. 8. Gilman, in getting 
the committee of both houses to approve of 
the bills. There was then brought before the 
Appropriations Committee a request for an 
emergency fund of one hundred thousand 
dollars, which was granted. The larger 
measure was held over, but it is expected 
that it will be up for final action at the next 
session of Congress. During the short ses- 
sion of Congress, Mr. Ryerson again went to 
Washington and was successful in getting 
another hundred thousand dollars for for- 
est protection purposes, but the time was 
too limited to permit action on te major 
measure.

Raise Goats

|ALIFORNIANS are sometimes chided 

for their outspoken admiration of Cal- 

ifornia. Yet the most enthusiastic 

are they who, after wide travel, settle in 
California and remain here content. 


The Canyon Goat Ranch in San Timo- 
teo Canyon, not far from Redlands, and 
rather widely known as the property of 
“Kirby & Saunders.” is run by three En- 
glish women, Miss Violet Kirby, Miss Rose 
Saunders, and Miss Alice Mackie (Miss 
‘Kirby’s half sister.) who have had wide ex- 
perience of habitat and of more exacting 
social life. Miss Saunders is the daugh- 
ter of a noted barrister and granddaughter 
of a “King’s Counsel” Miss Kirby's father 
was Lawretee Rirby, also. a barris of 
note; Miss Mackie is the daughter of Sir 
James Mackie, a Scottish baronet and 2 
surgeon of wide reputation. It so happens 
that all three ladies were born in Egypt. 
Miss Kirby and Miss. Saunders became 
‘friends while fellow students at the Hor- 
ticultural College at Swanley in Kent, En- 
gland; the latter has done mission work 
in Natal, social service work in the slums 
of London. The most adventurous of the 
three, Miss Mackie, confesses that she 
likes shooting rapids on a wicked New 
Zealand river and has hunted rare butter- 
flies in the tropical jungles of South Amer- 
ica. At presént writing, she is off with a 
scientific expedition from the University 
of Arizona, to search in the Baku moun- 
tains for fossil insects. Presently, how- 
ever, she will be returning to the canyon 
and the goats. 
Saunders being broken in health, sought a 
climate where living outdoors was possible 
and were lured to California by the ad- 
vertisement of a poultry ranch near San Di- 
ego.

- greed stock, on goodly acreage in a canyon 
of rare picturesqueness, affords an intimacy 
with sky and tree and flower, with the con- 
tour of distant, beautiful mountains. The 
goats climb; sometimes one must climb 
after them; then one rests and looks at 
unexpected loveliness. 


FUN FOR EVERYBODY 
At Canyon Ranch there is plenty of ad- 
venture. No less than fifteen wild-cats 
have been killed by Miss Saunders or Miss 
Kirby, whichever happened to level the

It was of course. inevitable that the 
typical American impulse, “What is there 
in it for us?” eventually would lead 
nation’s architects and decorators to t 
task of adapting this prehistoric culture 
to the needs of modern society. The fact 
that Los Angeles led this procession is 
only typical of this western metropolis, 
where a great many other American art 
movements have had their origin and 
early sustenance. 

The first attempt ever made along this 
line—at least, the first that ever reached 
maturity—is found in a middle-sized build- 
ing standing in Monrovia, a suburb of Los 
Angeles. This stxty-room structure, two 
stories in height, was conceived, designed, 
decorated and turned over to its owners 
in 1924 by a Los Angeles architect, Rob- 
ert B. Stacy-Judd. The structure is en 
tirely of Mayan motive. Its interior dec. 


orations adhere to the same principle. Its 
murals embody the beautiful symbolism of 
that prehistoric race, its furniture con- 
tinues the thought in a series of specially 
woven figures, while even its electrical 
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fixtures are’ conceived and designed from 
the art of this very ancient people. This 
building is known to the world as the 
Aztec Hotel. It -has been in operation two

years, and it is the only s@ructure stand- 
ing on the earth today that embodies ex- 
clusively the art, architecture and decora- 
tive designs of our prehistoric past.

can. 
To conceive and construct this Aztec 
Hotel (which is, in fact, not Aztec, but 
Mayan, a much mote ancient development, 
the former name being used because it is 
better known,) must have taxed the epur- 
age and ingenuity of its creator almost 
to the limit. To draw a series of artistic 
conceptions out of the almost total dark- 
ness of‘a prehistoric past and convert 
them into modern “workable ideas is not 
an easy task. Even to think of a prac- 
tical idea often takes the world a thou-~ 
sand years, and it should here be stated 
that the creator of.the Monrovia structure 
did spend several years in a study of all 
available data before he called in the car- 
penters, and that the result was not an. 
exact eopy of the various Mayan designs, 
but rather an adaptation of the principles 
of this ancient art, in a manner to comply 
with present-day requirements. 7

standing entertainment. Then the men 
- and women gathered for hundreds of 
miles from every direction to match their 
ski, whetted by the long nights of prac- 
~ thee at home, with that of similar groups 
ground, not far from the houses, was set 
- aside for the encounter. Horses were cap- 
‘tured for daye—even months—from the 
ranges &nd brought down to the valley. 
 Bteers were rounded up, guns polished 
knives sharpened, new red bandanag im 
the yearly round-ups for thé market and 
the exhibitions were made at the same 
3 time, the name “round-up” was gradually 
. attached to the competitions, or in the 
ease of California, “rodeo,” the Spanish 
term applied by the “Dons” to their year- 
ly community marketing and entertain- 
ments. 
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Contests Revived 
Today very few remnants of the real 
life of thig picturesque Old West are in 
existence. Contests held in modern build- 
ings, in great inmclosed arenas are not tru- 
ly reminiscent. But there is in Southern 
California one ranch near Saugus, thirty- 
five miles from Los Angeles, numbering 
8800 acres, so ideally typical of those 
lands of the early settlers, that the owner, 
Roy Baker, felt it unfair to the people of 
the Southland not to revivfy in so far as 
possible the customs and modes of the 
frontiersmen. To this end he presented in 
1926 his first great wild-west entertain- 
ment. 
There are still scattered throughout the 
cotintry many intrepid horsemen and 
horsewomen, cowboys and cowgirls, we 
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has passed permanently into the column 
of producers. — 

Among those who today are actually 
engaged in modernizing these prehistoric 
motives is Francisco Cornejo, a Mexican 
artist whose work on display in his Los 
Angeles studio unmistakably proves the 
adaptability of these ancient decorative | 
designs. His panels and murals already 
make colorful many homes in Southern 
California, while his stage settings and cos- 
tumes, executed in ancient design for the 
Denishawn dancers in the “Toltec Bal- 
let, Xochitl,” have been used by that group 
the past year in the capitals of the entire 
world. 
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Other phases of this new art which 
should—and some day will—prove of inter- 
est te every home builder in America, are 
also being locally developed. There is a 
clay products company engaged in the 
manufacture of Mayan and Toltec tiles. 
Another company plans,to create fabrics 
and tapestries from those wonderful de- 

unearthed in the Central American 
tombs. A third, known as the Malibu Pot- 
teries, under the direction of . May 
K. Rindge, produces many sorts of Mayan 
i and Aztec ceramics, decorated tiles and 
| manties, which are being installed in Cali- 
; fornia homes with admirable results, while 
still another local company has begun to 
| 
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produce statuary, panels, plaques, book- 
ends and other decorative devices for use 
in the modern home. 

Returning td the subject of architec 
ture, Los Angeles will soon make an im- 
portant contribution along theatrical lines. 
The new Doheny theater on Hill street, 
adjacent to the Belasco, desigued by Mor- 

gan, Wall & Clements, and now in course 

of construction, will embody the Mayan

| Thus, it is clear that this new American 

art movement was born, and took the pre- 
IIminary steps of its career, in Los Ange- 
les; yet it is equally apparent that the 
people of the United States in general 
are rapidly awakening to the significance 
of the new development. 


A significant fact in this connection is 
found in the universal interest which the. 
subject has engendered in the minds of 
eastern editors- The February number of 
Current History Magazine carried a 
twelve-page article containing numerous 
photographs of the Monrovia Hotel, and 
the ancient Mayan structures from which 
it was evolved. The article; which out- 
lined in detail the birth of a new Amert- 
can culture, and prophesied for it a great 
future, was favorably discussed in many 
eastern newspapers. 

Alfred C. Bossom, who plans to build 
‘New York skyscrapers along Mayan lines, 
being repeatedly asked for views of a 
structure actually completed, secured, as 
hig only alternative, a full set of photo- 
graphs of the Monrovia hotel, and these 
will appear, with an article, in an early 
issue of the World's Work. Finally—and 
as typical of all the architectural editors 
—there is the’ following excerpt from,a 
two-page editorial in the current issue of 
the New’ York American Architect, the 
most conservative publication of tts char- 
acter in the country: i 

“The first American building to be 
erected entirely in the Mayan style is the 
Aztec Hotel in Monrovia, Cal., by Robert 


B. Stacy-Judd. The practical require 


ments of the problem made the use of 
the Mayan style very difficult, and while 


the exterior is perhaps not all the de- 


signer could have hoped for, the interior 
is full of originality and promise. It is 
a pleasure to see what care and study 
have been put Into every detail; even the 
furniture, the upholstery and the hang- 
ings have received the loving touch of 
the designer. 

“The lovers of this art claim that its 
architecture is so fine, and with an orna- 
mentation so highly conventionalized, as 
to make it comparable with that of any 
style. Even the architectural schools are 


recognizing its position in the field of art, 


and‘the next problem in archeology of 
the Beaux Arts Institute of Boston calls 
for the design of a Mayan temple. 


“We are forced to believe, from the. 


number of capable men all over the coun- 
try who are working in this style. that the 
first great American art is coming into 
its own, and that We &re on the verge of 
a second Mayan renaissance.” . : 
Certainly, the above details are suf- 
ficient to prove, even to a casual observer, 
that a new American culture is just on 
the eve of being born. The facts which 
make this situation especially significant 
are that this culture is very ancient and 
that it is wholly American; indeed, it is 


the only culture anywhere on earth that . 


has tiot been subject to many foreign in- 
fluences. In addition to this, it is easily 
adaptable to our modern needs, while 
those who are best qualified to know seem 
convinced that it soon will gain an ex- 
tremely. important vogue throughout the 
United States. 

From a national standpoint this means 
that we presently shall have, in this coun- 
try, an architecture and series of decora- 
tive principles that are 100 per cent Amer- 
ican, while from a local standpoint the 


situation is even more fortunate. For this

With the enriching of the nation and the 
development of its taxation methods the 
lottery system was gradually supplanted. 
The Mexican government, in granting the 


the footsteps of the United States and Eu 
rope and ancient Rome in developing vir- 
gin territory where the lack of population 
makes it difficult, if not impossible, to 
raise by taxation the great sums needed 
for such an enterprise.. 

The origin of the lottery is not definite- 
ly known but it is attributed to the an 
cient Romans among whom it was first 
introduced as an amusement. Later it be 
came part of their customs and finally the 
government, seeing in it a great source of 
revenue, conducted it. Among the prizes, 
especially in the time of Nero, were 
slaves and houses as well as money. Much 
of the funds for the famous Roman aque- 
ducts and the Appian Way. which exist to 
this day, were derived from the lottery. 

The lottery system not only spread 
throughout the Roman Empire as a reve~ 
nue raising system, appearing on their 
budgets as a personal tax, but also to its 


colonies and eventually was adopted by 


nearly every government of the globe. It 
was greatly in vogue at the collapse of the 
Roman Empire. 

The system spread during the Middle 
Ages particularly to France, Germany and

As to their behavior in disease, we have 
sharply distinct phenometa. For imtance, 
a sudden redness of the face may be indica- 
tive of either high fever, brain congestion 
or high blood pressure. 

Again, we observe the nervous flush of 
tuberculosis, more indicative of the periodic 
fever than of good health. 


Sometimes we see brilliant red cheeks in 
children while: the mucous memprane and 
the line of the mouth are pale. This invari" 
ably points to stomach @isturbances. | 
. Sometimes the extremities, especially the 
fingertips and the toes, are cold, pale and 
anemic-looking. In terms of the v 
system, it means that the capillaries are 
constricted, preventing Nberal portions of 
red blood from entering them.

One should treat it through the digestive 
system rather than through local measures.
